both wife and child and came near 
causing his own deaith 


Number Nine Is located on the pen- 


itnsula north of Ormond, and when 
opposite the home of Mrs. H. B

tdwn Mrs Nordman's hat blew oft 
and Mr Nordman swung the boat in 
a circle to recover It 


Mrs. Nordman WBB seated In * 


camp chair In the stern of the boat 
with, the baby, a little girl about 16 
'months old, on her lap. The water 
was rough, a strong wind blowing up 
from the south, and just an Mrs. Nord- 
taan reached for the hat a heavy 
wave struck the boat broadside, and 
the chair tilted sldewse, precipitating 
Mr s Nordman and the baby into the 
river 


Mr. Nordman, who was at the en* 


sine1 a few feet further forward in 
the boat, saw them falling and with 
one hand grasped MB wife's 
cloak, 


while with th« other he threw out 
the clutch on the engine. His grasp 
on the cloak failed to save Mrs Nord- 
man from goJag overboard, and see- 
ing both In the water and the baby 
sinking, he jumped Into the water to 
rescue them. He got both of them In 
his arms, hut finding h« could not 
get them to the boait, he gave the 
baby to Mrs. Nordmau while he made 
an attempt to reach the boat and 
iring It to them.

All the country roads in Florida are 


bad 
They can be made to be good 


for automobile travel and freighting 
at a cost of 1150 a mile, using the 
natural material only and oil 
This 


may seem to be an absurd statement, 
but it Is the truth, and whatever 
county tries it first will be the first 
n Florida to have all roads good for 
all the settlers 


First, round up the existing road 


with a grading machine 
Then 


prinkle it with water and put crude 
oil on it of twelve degrees gravity, 


ine feet wide, 70 barrels to the mile, 
t a cost of $1 30 a barrel of 42 gal 
ons 
Then put two inches of the 


atural sand over it and roll it hard 


with a roller. 
The more you roll It 


the better. The cheapest way to cov- 
er it is to leave a ridge of sand bsth 
sides of the nine feet strip with the 
road grader, or else to distribute it 
with the grader over the oil and then 
roll it again hard 


The traffic will soon1 work the oil

The family bad consisted of five per- 


sons, and there they lay, hacked, cut 
shot, and a shocking spectacle under 
that bright sun and birds singing 
around us. 
It was a horrible heap 


which we surrounded, and for a min- 
ute no one spoke. Then the astonish- 
ment and horror of the men brought 
forth deep and angry exclamations, 
and amid the rumpus Uncle Ben Tur- 
ner suddenly called out: 


"Stand bnckV-stand back! Here's a

It is trying to dis- 


cover the Infection, to Induce the use 
of the simple cure, and the next hard- 
est task will be to keep the infection 
out. It is largely a matter of educa 
tion—to show the serious harm that 
18 caused, to demonstrate in every 
community how easily it may be ban- 
ished and to enlist the co-operation 
ot the people of the state to keep it 
under control. 


'The effects of the disease have 


boen described. 
Its cause may be 


told again and again, if for no other 
reason than to inspire disgust with it. 


The hookworm lives in the Intes- 


tines of th« human body and sucks 
the blood of the patient. It injects 
a poison into the system. 
It lays 


thousands of eggs, which are passed 
out of the body in the excreta. These 
:ggs hatch young worms which live 
n the dirt for several days and de- 
velop into what are called encysted 
embryos. The embryos burrow Into 
the feet 
of children or of persons 


who go 
barefooted, 
and 
produce

of eggs in the feoes, and can be seen 
only through the microscope. 


It baa been demonstrated beyond 


•the necessity of argument that tha 
ground itch, caused 6y the hook-worm 
is the starting point of the disease 
The parasite 
can 
not psnetrat- 


•leather; 
therefore, 
the child who 


wears shoes can net be a victim 
Only the child, or person, who goes 
barefooted, or who wears leaky shor s 
can be attacked. An abrasion of the 
skin is not necessary, for the hook 
worm is not stopped by the skin of 
che body. 


To wear shoes is to prevent the dis 


ease. As a further precaut'on 
the 


pollution of the soil by the excreta of 
sufferers from the disease must be 
prevented. 


The state board of health is work 


ing with the same methods that have 
been endorsed and adopted by the 
Rockefeller sanitary comm ss'on, but 
having the interests of Florida In its 
particular charge, it is asking 
people ot this state to work with it 
In this fight. 
It urges the co-oper 


alien of parents, for in this sect on 
the disease finds few victims among 
adults, for the reason that few grown 
people go without shoes. The board 
asks that if the disease 11 suspected 
a specimen of the stool be submitted 
for examination In the laboratory of 
the board. If the results show the 
presence of the diesase, the family 
doctor will do the rest. 
And more 


Chan this—if any person or persons 
can not afford the services of a 
family doctor, the board will furnisli 
the treatment free of charge, through 
its field dispensaries.

Usually one treatment is effective;
